Northwest. 
In the work of fra ming 
sta nda rds of whea t a nd other cerea ls, 
grea t ca re h a been ex ercised iu the col­ 
lection of da ta a ud ex a mining the re­ 
ports of Sta te insi>ectors. 
Hundreds of 
sa mples of whea t ha v e been receiv ed by 
the depa rtment chemists. 
The differ- 
a n cee of opinion a mong Sta te inspectors 
on certa in sa mples of whea t is strikingly 
shown in the reports brought'to the a t­ 
tention of the depa rtment chemist!*. 
In 
ma ny insta nces sa mples reported a s 
hea v ily cha rged with moisture or a s 
v ery dry ha v e been found ex a ctly the 
rev erse when subjected to chemica l a n­ 
a ly sis. 
The depa rtment officia ls a ssert tha t 
ma ny inspectors determine the gra de of 
whea t by touch, a nd they cla im tha t 
such a test is unrelia ble a nd should not 
be a ccepted. 
The sta nda rd of cerea ls to 
be fix ed by the depa rtment of a erica l 
ta re will be the result of pa insta king, 
scientific inv estiga tion a nd consulta tion 
with pra ctica l mill men a nd ha ndlers of 
cerea ls.
